PARIS, Aug. 1--The Rome Giornale 
d'Italia publishes a statement issued dy 
direction of the Socialist party,” alleging 
an attempt to pay Italian Socialiststo op- 
pose Italy’s entrance into the war. 

An accusation against Italian Socialists 
made by the Cri de Paris has evoked an 
explanation to the effect that on May 16 
last a Zurich chemist named Nathan was 
presented at a Socialist council at Bo- 
logna by M. Greulich, dean of the Swiss 
Socialists, as having just returned from 
the United States, charged with a mis- 
sion by an American woman which should 
be of interest to Italian Socialists on ac- 
count of the financial difficulties of the 
party. 

Gives Name of Mrs. Warren Springs 
Nathan, asked to explain, is alleged to 
have said thataan American woman living 
in Chicago and a well known peace advo- 
cate charged him to offer from $20,000 to 
$40,000 to aid a peace propaganda by the 
Italian Socialists. M. Greulich was then 
closely questioned and is alleged to have 
given the name of Mrs. Warren Springs of 
Chicago as that of the woman concerned. 
The statement adds that the Socialists 
passed a resolution deploring M. Greu- 
lich’s participation in the affair. 


MRS. WARREN SPRINGER? 
There is no Mrs. Warren Springs in 
Chicago, but there is a Mrs. Warren 
Springer, widow of a real estate man. 
A reporter sat on the step of Mrs. 
Springer’s home at 8 East Elm street 
until after midnight, but Mrs. Springer 
did not appear. 
Since the death of her husband, who 
was reputed to be a millionaire, Mrs. 
Springer’s aggressive charities have kept 
her in the public eye. She has projected 
successively a charity maternity hos- 
pital, a great country community to 
which hundreds of Chicago’s poor might 
be tranaplanted, and a free university. 
It was not long after the death of 
Springer that the widow became identi- 
fied with a money raising scheme in be- 
half of St. Ann's hospital. Chances were 
sold om an automobile by the thousand, 
but the raffle was no more fortunate than 
number of Mrs. Springers other 
philanthropies have proved.

have been withdrawing to the Brest line, 
leaving small forces to fight rear guard 
actions, so that the main armies might 


make good their retreat. 


Russ Fight Stubbornly. 
These rear guard actions have developed 
at many places fnto fairly large battles, 
as the Russians, whose steadiness has 
been phenomenal in the face of defeat, are 
offering stubborn resistance to the Ger- 
man advances and delivering powerful 
eounter attacks. 

“Forexample, they have prevented Felde 
Marsha) von Hindenburg from threwing 
more of his troops across the Narew) re- 
pulsed German attacks to the northwest 
of Warsaw, and driven back to the river 
some of the invading troops who crossed 
the Vistula to the south of Warsaw. 

In the southeast Field Marshal von 

Mackensen continues his victorious ad- 

vance. He has swept aside the resist 

ance of the Russians and forced them 

to retreat along both banks of the Bug 

river. The Germans have already passed 

through Chelm in pursuit. 

Thus on this front the retirement of 

the Warsaw armies is seriously threat- 

ened. 

During the month of July, Berlin says. 

the Germans captured more than 9,000 

Russians between the Pilica river and the 

Baltic sea alone. 

Von Buelow Is Checked. 

The Russians, dccording to Petrograd, 
have stopped Gen. von Buelow’s advance 
in Kovno province toward the Vilna-Pe- 
trograd railway. - 

If Grand Duke Nicholas is to hold the 
Brest line after bis retlrement from War- 
saw, it is absolutely necessary that Gen, 
von Buelow’s offensive should be arregt- 
ed, tor should he reach the railway be 
would seriously interfere with the Ru» 
sian communications. 

It ie not yet certain whether the Rus | 
sian armies can make good their retire 
ment from Warsaw. Certainly the Aus 
tro-Germans are doing their best to pre- 
vent ſt and have moved up strong rein- 
forcements to hasten their encircling 
movement. ee 
The appearance of fresh troops also 
suggests that the German staff will not 
be satisfied with the capture of the city, 
or even the destruction of part of the 
Russian army, but, should this be ac- 
complished, will attack the Brest line and 
endeavor finally to crush the entire Rus- 
sian forces. 

Capture of Lublin Costly. 
GENEVA, Aug. 1.—The Tribune prints 
the following dispatch from its Inne- 
druck eorrespondéent: 

“The capture of Lublin cost Gen. 
Woytsch, 70,000 men in killed, wounded, 
and prisoners. Four miles north of Lublin 
the Russians are fighting fiercely, dis- 
puting every foot of ground while cover- 
ing their retreat. 

“In an advance of seven miles with 
seven army corps, Field Marshal Von 
Mackensen lost 35,0000 men. ; 
“ The army massed from Lowicz to Os- 
trowiec has begun an advance upon Ivan- 
gorod and Novo Alezandria, the evacua- 
tion of which was comimenced by the Rus- 
sians on Friday night, according to the 
Germans. 

“The Germans have dispatched more 
than 100 train loads of ammunition from 
Radom to Lodz toward Warsaw since 
July 2.

AUSTRIAN NOTE 
IS MADE PUBLIC; 
ASKS EMBARGO 


Admits Trade in Arms ts Lau- 
ful, but Holds It Inconsist- 
ent with Neutrality, . 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT } 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 1.—[(Special.}— 
The complete text of the Austro-Hun- 


ment, protesting against the trade in war 
material between the United States’ and 
the allies, was made public tonight by 
the Austro-Hungarian embasry. 

The note admits that the trade is per- 
mitted by law, but declares that the spirit

“In judging the admissibility of the 
trade in contraband of war one can use 
as a basis any one of the various criteria 
established by law, and arrive, according 
to each, at the conclusion that the ex- 
port of war materials from the United 
States as it is carried on in the present 
war cannot be made to accora with the 
requirements of neutrality. 

“Tt is not a question as to whether the 
branch of American industry occupied 
with the production of war materia! shall 
be protected in order that its export ar 
it has been carried on in peace times may 
suffer no impairment. 

Furthermore, this industry has expe- 
rienced an unexpected increase because of 
the war. In order to manufacture the 
immense amount of weapons, munitions, 
and other war materia! of all kinds which 
Great Britain and its allies have ordered 
in the United States of America in the 
course of the last month, it required not 
only the full utilization and adaptatior 
of existing plants but the creation of 
new factories, as well as the diversion 
of large numbers of workmen from all 
branches of trade—in short, a widespread 
change in the economic life of the country. 


. Embargo on Arms Asked. 

“The right of the American govern- 
ment can from no quarter be disputed to 
decree an embargo on this obviously 
enormous export of war material, which 
ig notoriously for the exclusive benefit 
of one of the belligerent parties. 

“The United States government could 
meet with no reproof if it were to avail | 
itself of its competency, even if it took 
recourse to the passage of a law in ac- 
cordance with its constitution. Even if 
it proved in principle that a neu- 
tral state may not change the laws in 
force within its jurisdiction concerning 
its attitude toward belligerents during 
the war, there is, however, an exception 
to the principle, as is clearly shown in 
the preanible of the thirteenth Hague 
convention, where experience has shown 
the necessity for such change for the 
protection of the rights of that power. 

This case arises for the United States 
government by the mere fact that Aus 
tria-Hungary as well as Germany is cut 
off from any commercial intercourse with 
the United States without the existence 
of a legally effective blockade. 


Answer to Possible Objection. 
To the possible objection that al- 
though American industry is perfectly 
willing to supply Austria-Hungary and 
Germany as well as Great Britain and ite 
allies, the United States is not able to 
carry on trade in consequence of the war 
situation, it may well be mentioned thet 
the United States is without doubt In a 
position to remedy the above described 
condition. It would be entirely sufficient 
to hold out to the adversaries of Austrta- 


Hungary and Germany the inhibition of | 


the export of foodstuffs and raw mate- 
rials if the legitimate trade in these 


central powers is not permitted. 

It the Washington cabinet could find 
itself prepared to act in this direction it 
would not only follow the traditions al- 
ways upheld in the United States to safe- 
guard the freedom of the seas but it 
would also offer the great service of de- 
feating the criminal endeavor of the ene- 
mies of Austria-Hungary and Germany 
to enlist starvation ae an ally. 


Careful Consideration Asked.

NEW TYPE SHIPS FOR NAVY. 


Six Cruiser Destroyers to Be Built 
Plans Influenced by Les- @ 
sons of European War.

DISSEMINATING MISINFORMATION. 

One of the Democratic representatives who niay 
be expected to back the errors of Chairman Hay in 
military matters unless his constituents get after 
him is Representative Ralph Moss of the Fifth In- 
diana district. Representative Moss seems to be a 
ine of misinformation, which he gave forth liberally 
at a Spanish war veteran picnic. That there seems 
to have been no one of these veterans who challenged 
his statements does not speak well for the organiza- 
tion, and we advise the Terre Haute Star, which 
published the address, to do a little educating of 
Mr. Moss’ constituency. A 

Representative Moss, the Star, “quoted from 


the record of appropriations by congress for the 


army and navy, showing the large increase in ex- 
penditures in both arms of the country's defense, 
bearing out the thought that in both branches the 
United States is amply prepared to defend its people 


from attack and invasion.” 


This line is going to be followed by Hay and his 


Moss informed his hearers that England, with the 


largest navy in the world, could not convoy a force 
of more than 40,000 men to invade this country, and | 
against this, he declared, we have a standing army 
of 100,000 regulars, a national guard of 40,000, and 
“back of that a reserve army of Spanish war vet- 
erans and trained students from our colleges and uni- 
versities of at least half a million more.”

about the invading force is worthless: As soon as 
England’s overwhelming navy had overcome ours she 
could send soldiers over indefinitely. The assertion

It takes time to 
organize and equip even “ veterans,” and as for the 
reserve of officers it is one of the most notorious 
facts that it does not exist and that the lack con- 
stitutes one of the most serious phases of our un- 
preparedness. The invading force we must expect 
in case of war with a first rank power may be vari- 
ously estimated, but

In case of war we should have men like Repre-

This country cannot be prosperous lacking an 
efficient system of transportation, and an efficient 
system cannot be had without an ample co 
of capital, which is dependent upon a confidence 
among investors that regulation means justice to 
them as certainly and ungradgingly as to shipper and 
consumer. Nor can we have efficiency in trans- 
portation unless regulation is consistent, unified, 
and free from incompatible exactions. Transporta- 
tion in the twentieth century is national. Its reg- 
ulation should be national. It should be made so 
as fully as possible and as soon as possible. 


INTERVENTION IN HAITI. 

Perhaps no people’s history has been more bloody 
and hopeless than that of Haiti. Presidents, dicta- 
tors, and upstart kings have risen to rule over this 
petty state, to rule by the sword and to die by the 
sword. Ferocious violence, tyranny, and corruption 
have marked and still mark the annals of the coun- 
try. Rulers hardly last over night and more than 
a century of so-called constitutional government 
leaves the people as unfit for self - rule, apparently, 
as ever. 

All this, perhaps, is in one sense none of our 
affair.

If we consider our own security, the legiti- 
mate safeguarding of our interests, or, for that 
matter, if we consider the welfare of the mass of 
the peoples concerned, now exploited, degraded, and 
oppressed by their native rulers, we shall proceed 
to develop and vigorously to enforce a thorough 
policy of control.

We ought not to content ourselves with qhieting 
the present trouble in Haiti. We ought to face the 
fact of her incorrigibility and establish an ade-

THE YEAR IN STOCKS. 

, Encouraging as the gains are in the war stocks“ 
during the last year from a business standpoint, 
they are no more encouraging and certainly not so 
fundamental as the increases scored by the rail- 
roads and the great majority of the industrials thet 
have not been inflated by huge war orders. If the 
rise in Bethlehem Steel of 227 points is significant 
of the wealth that has been thrust upon the country 
following the war, the rise of eight points in Amer- 
ican Sugar, of seven in American Telephone and 
Telegraph, of ten in the Atchison, of twelve in Con- 
solidated Gas, of fifteen in Union Pacific, of twelve 
in Western Maryland, and of fourteen {n Woolworth 
are also significant. The analysis printed in Sat- 
urday’s Trisunw, showing the changes during the 
year, emphasizes the emergency strength of the 
American position. Whatever extreme fluctuations 
there have been were in the “war stocks.” The 
regular industrials have tended to a healthy and 
gradual movement upwards | 
The steel, copper, locomotive, automobile, and mu- 
nition making stocks have risen because the French, 
English, and Russian governments havé emptied 
their treasuries buying American goods. But the 
railroads and the industrials, represented by such 
a wide range as Woolworth and Consolidated Gas, 
show gains because of fundamental domestic ‘condi- 
tions. Business is better placed in public opinion 
and the railroads in particular seem to have better 
days ahead of them. In the analysis of about 150 
leading stocks, losses are shown in only four or five 
instances. ‘Practically all registered gains, some 
trifling, but many substantial despite the derange- 
ment of a world war, . . : 

It is by no means ret t e for Americans to con- 
gratulate themselves. The war is not over. But so 
far the widespread disaster and financial collapse 
that was so freely predicted at the outbreak of the 
war has failed to come true.

A VALUATION OF THE DIFFERZNT 
METHODS EMPLOYED 
AGAINST FLIES. 1 
HAT files spread disease and that 
they are otherwise a source of 
harm, as well as a nuisance, is 
assumed to be generally accepted. 
Furthermore, it is assumed that 
people pestered by filles are willing to go 
to some expense and trouble to get rid 
of them. The questions are: What are 
the methods for ending the fly nuisance; 
what is the efficacy of each, and what are 
the limitations to the applicability of the 


. different methods? 


It is assumed that every person wishes 
to get rid of flies, at least as an intellec- 
tual Impulse. Further, that he wants to 
make use of the method which beet suits 


‘his position, his needs, equipment, and 


general placing. 


— 
The most effective method of eontrol- 
ling files is by preventing fly breeding. 
AS 2 rule, to which there are exceptions, 
this means that no collection of moist 


manure is to be left accesaible to files for 


as long as a week during hot weather. 
Fly eggs and larve live for a week in 
hot weather in moist manure. Therefore, 
if manure be hauled away and spread 
oftener than once a week, it will not 
breed flies. The advantage of a daily 
removal ie that it means no manure 
boxes, manure pits, or manure piles, and 
practical experience proves that, give a 
stable an inch and it takes an ell. 

The only places of which I know that 
have entirely comquered the fly nulsance 
remove manure daily. The only manure 
receptacles are small and portable. 

If prompt removal is not possible, the 
next most effective procedure is treat- 
ment by chemicals The ‘methods of 
treatment advised by authorities are 
with borax, or colemanite, or sulphate of 
iron, 

If the amount of manure ie small and a 
good deal of ground is available, spread- 
ing in thin layers on the ground at inter- 
vale of three days or less is feasible as 
well.as efficient. 

As a method of controlling the fly 
nuisance a proper system of manure 
disposal is more important than all 
other measures combined. Next in im- 
portance is a method of garbage collec- 
tion and disposal. As between these, col- 
lection is much the more important. Gar- 
bage should be drained, wrapped in paper, 
and collected in a flyproot metal pall. 
The pail should be washed at intervals 
with lye soap and water and then sponged 


with kerosene in water.

If Lord Kilmorey still remains unwed- 


ded it is because he has been until now far 


from rich, and because his father, who 
owned some 44,000 acres in Ireland, and 
over 200,000 acres in England, was so un- 
successful in many of his mining ventures, 
and was unfortunate in most of his in- 
vestments. In fact, the late earl was 
frequently in the toils of the law in con- 
nection with suits brought against him 
by shareholders in mining companies of 
which he was a director, and which had 
come to grief, and was also in the clos- 
ing years of his life repeatedly proceqwed 
against by London usurers, on notes 
which he had signed in order to obtain 
money at extortionate rates of interest. 

“ Kilkie,” the nickname by which the 
late earl was known, was quite as un- 
lucky in his theatrical ventures, and 
The Danischeffs, which he helped not 
only to write, but also to produce, was 
just as unfortunate an enterprise as his 
ownership of the St. James’ end of the 
Globe theaters in London.

In spite of all this, he fancied himself 
a clever business man, and about a 
decade ago started a echeme to provide 
the Australian city of Adelaide with a 
new harbor. Owing to difficulties made 
for the scheme by the legislature of South 
Australia, he denounced that body with 
such vigor for its failure to prefer the 
interests of British capitalists to those of 
the colony that the South Australian 
parliament passed a vote summoning the 
earl to the bar of its house on charges 
of breach of privilege, by attacking it. 

The matter was eventually compromised 
and buried by a parliamentary committee, 
and thus the world .was deprived of the 
spectacle of a British peer of the realm 
committed for contempt by a colonial leg- 
lolature. But naturally Lord Kilmorey’s 
attitude towards South Australian poll- 
ticlans, and his attacks upon the legis- 
lature, were not calculated to promote 
the interests of the Adelaide dock enter- 
prise, and the earl was jettisoned by his 
associates in the undertaking, as soon as 
possible. .

The late Lord Kilmorey's first acquain- 
tance with Australia was formed when. 
as a member of the household of King 
Edward ‘VII.’s sailor brother, the late 
Duke of Edinburgh, and of Saxe-Coburg 
Gotha, he accompanied that prince on his 
voyage to the antipodes, and he was with 
the duke when an attempt was made to 
assassinate the latter in Australia by 
O Farrell. 

In fact, it was Kilmorey who, 
after seeing the wounded duke in the 
hands of the doctors, rescued the woulfl- 
be assassin from the indignant crowd 
which, led by an enthueiastic American, 
was bent on lynching him. O'Farrell! 
subsequently expiated hie crime on the 
scaffold in spite of all the efforts made

HUSBAND AND WIFE LIABLE 
FOR RENT. 

Chicago, July 30.—[To the Lega? Friend 
of the People.}—I was ordered by my 
landlady to move from one of her flats, 
due to nonpayment of rent. While mor- 
ing the landlady attempted to hold some 
of my personal property, but I succeeded 
in stopping her from doing so. My wife 
holds a position with a small salary and 
the landlady is now trying to frighten 
her into paying the rent. Can she legally 
do this, and, if so, what salary must she 
receive before they can garnishee her 
salary? Ie it possible for her to bring suit 
against me for taking my personal prop- 
erty away. A SUBSCRIBER. 

Your landlady hes a lien on your personal 
effects for the payment of rent due her. Room 
rent is a family expense for which both the 
husband and wife are liable. The law exempts 
from garnishment the wages of a person who 
is at the head of « family and lives with same 
up to the amount of §15a week. All above this 
amount is subject to garnishment. Since you 
are not working, your wife probably weuld be 
considered a wage earner at the head of a fam- 
ily, but this is questionable. If you took the 
property away with the knowledge and con- 
sent of the landlady she lost her lien thereon. 
But if you took it by force or fraud she 
can replevy the goods and recover them back 
and hold them until you pay the amount due 
her.

THE PRESIDENT, RIGHT OR 
WRONG? 

Chicago, July 31—{ Editor of The Trib- 
une. )]—On many occasions it has occurred 
to me that those who accept the state- 
ment that kings decide momentous af- 
fairs in Europe are unacquainted with 
the facts. It is my impression that, de- 
spite the United States being a republic, 
our president has greater power than 
any sovereign in Europe except the czar. 

Now Decatur's celebrated toast raises 
the question, What is our country? Is 
it the president or is it what many of us 
think it is, the congress? If not the 
latter, then we must not take offense 
at the dictum that rulers are selected by 
Providence. In a five cornered presi- 
dential contest the winner may receive 
barely two-fifths of the entire vote. He 
may represent theories that are incor- 
rect and at variance with the other three- 
fifths, which if put into effect might in- 
jure the country. Should such a presi- 
dent ignore congress and put his theories 
into effect must I follow him? 

The attitude of our administration 
regarding American rights in Mexico 
appeared to be this: Those Americans 
who went into Mexico when it was at 
peace and who have lost life, limb, and 
property there, have no right to ask aid 
of the United States because they took 
their own chances in going there.“ The 
present attitude seems to be: Tes, it is 
dangerous to travel on ships of belliger- 
ents—in fact, Germany has warned us of 
this fact, likewise the state department 
has ceased to issue passports except un- 
der well established conditions; therefore 
Americans should travel on ships of bel- 
ligerents and we will protect them.” I 
presume the folk who say Tu TRIBUND 
is subsidized because of the splendid, sane 
and learned editorial writer who handles 
the editorials on the German submarine 
situation will say that this is special 
pleading. 

Well, is it? Have we lost all common 
sense? When I think about the repeal 
of the Panama canal toll privileges and 
the reasons given by the president for the 
repeal and compare them with the chal- 
lenging tone of the note to Germany; and 
when I consider that the president admits 
that Germany is at war fighting greater 
odds than history ever recorded before, 
and he still insists that Germany obey 
certain rules called international law. 
formulated years ago before submarine 
warfare was a factor to be seriously 
reckoned with, and when I consider that 
even England fails to observe interna- 
tional law I seriously question if I am 
unable to see things correctly. It seems 
apparent to me that, despite international 
law, all neutral countries today must 
comply with England’s commands and 
instructions or they cannot engage in 
oversea commerce, and all the world 
knows that this is due to English naval- 
ism and nothing else. 

Do not forget there are many people in 
the world who somehow are confident 
that they are correct when they say that 
Germany 4id not start this war and that 
it did not go into it for conquest. Let us 
keep our heads even if the words Prus- 
sian militarism” seem to some to have 
become a synonym for something omi-

He 
has a room fitted up as a laboratory and 
keeps a lot of chemicals there. 


„Maybe“ She Got Wrong Glass. 
“Once he spilled some powder on the 
floor.

The other day I saw 
some more powder on the floor. I told 
my daughter to sweep it up, but not to 
throw it out.

Issues Tax Report. 


HE legislative report of the Civic 

Federation of Chicago on the tax 

amendment to the state constitu- 

tion, designed to give the legisia- 

ture power to revise the personal 
property tax laws of the state upon a 
modern, just, and workable basis,” was 
made public yesterday by Secretary 
Douglas Sutherland. 

It is pointed out in the report that the 
approval of the majority of the male votes 
cast at the general election in 1916 is nec- 
essary to make the amendment a part of 
the constitution. 

“To secure this large majority will 
necessitate persistent and effective work 
of organization and education during the 
coming sixteen months,“ says the re- 
port. This work the federation, through 
& special committee, already is mapping 
out.“ 

-—~o- 

The executive committee of the federa- 
tion thanks the legislators who voted to 
put the amendment before the voters and 
gives credit to Gov. Dunne, State's Attor- 
ney Hoyne, the board of review, the board 
of assessors, and the various civic, com- 
mercial, improvement, business and tax- 
paying organizations active in the com- 
paign. 

The substantial vote in the senate and 
the overwhelming vote of 130 to 8 in the 
house could have been based only upon 


fundamental! revision of our unjust reve- 
nue laws, which inevitably lay the bulk 
of the tax burden upon such property as 
cannot escape, punish thrift and encour- 
age perjury and evasion.

FINDS RUINS OF 
ANCIENT TEMPLE 


Expedition of Pennsylvania 
Museum Makes Discovery 
at Memphis, in Egypt. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 1~—[Spectal. 1 
The discovery of a great temple at Mem- 
phis, in Egypt, belonging to approximate- 
ly the period of Rameges II, is an- 
nounced by the University museum as a 
result of the spring and summer exzplora- 
tions of the Eckley B. Coxe, Jr., Egyptian 
expedition under the leadership of Dr. 
Fisher, curator of the Egyptian section 
of the university museum. 

The find is considered of the first im- 
portance and is hoped to be only the be- 
ginning of further developments in Mem- 
phis, which was one of the great cities of 
the world, possibly the greatest, in the 
time of Rameses II, more than 3,000 
years ago, and which is known to have 
been of great importance 8,000 years ago. 

When the digging began the capitals of 


covered. One hundred expert diggers’ 
spent three months In exeavation with 
surprising results. A great hall of col- 
umns was unearthed and the excavations 
carried down to the original soil. 

In spite of the rack of time, of sieges 
and other destructions, enough survives 
to show that it wasa magnificent place.
